Notwithstanding the general soarcity of dwell
ing houses in Camden & large number have been
erected, but too few, it seems, to mect the de-
mand, There is, however, unabated activity in
the lumber business all along the shore, from
Cooper street to Cooper’s Polnt, The Mossrs,
Blockhams, Mr, Garrison (successor to Dinghnm
d‘ﬁnrrlnon), and McKean & Bingham all keep
a large force ut work, receiving and g;mng, HAW-
ing, planing, and forwarding lumber by rail and
bost, and by teams, The rapldly increasing
pogulm.!ou on our different rallrond routes,
added to house lmprovements, creates s con-
stant demand, and the thres lumber depots be-
longing to the gentlemen named present stirring
business scenes, while their saw-mills are con-
stantly working to thelr utmost capacity, All
three of the firms send large quantities of lumber
to Philudelphin, These gentlemen are exﬁm-
rvienced in the business, and have, by thelr in-
dustry and enterprise, made Camden the great
centre of the lumber trade,
